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Gallaudet / Federal 
liaison duties shift 
to Madeleine Will 


The responsibility of primary ad- 
ministration and programming for 
Gallaudet College within the U.S. 
Department of Education was recently 
transferred from the Office of Planning, 
Budget and Evaluation (OPBE) to the 
Office of Special Education and 
Rehabilitative Services (OSERS). 


According to a letter sent to Presi- 
dent Jerry C. Lee from OPBE Deputy 
Under Secretary Bruce Carnes, respon- 
sibility for liaison with the College will 
now be held by Madeleine Will, assis- 
tant secretary for OSERS. 


The transfer, said Carnes, is 
designed to “provide for greater pro- 
grammatic expertise in the review of 
your budgets and the development of 
legislation affecting your programs.” 


To that end, said Carnes, “budget 
and legislative proposals and requests 
for allotment of funds should be sub- 
mitted to OSERS.” Carnes said that 
the OPBE analyst who has worked on 
the Gallaudet budget in the past will be 
transferred to OSERS “so that there 
will be continuing expertise throughout 
this transition.” 


In a letter from Will to Dr. Lee, she 
said that “While OPBE will still be 
responsible for budget review and over- 
sight, as it is for all programs, the 
Department of Education believes that 
its dealings with the Special Institutions 
will benefit from a direct relationship 
with the senior officer responsible for 
coordination of all department pro- 
grams serving the handicapped.” 


Both Carnes and Will stated that 
they saw the move as “mutually 
beneficial” to the College and the 
government. 


80 Fulbright scholars 
tour, learn about Gally 


As in the past several years, The 
School of Education and Human Ser- 
vices (SEHS) again hosted a campus 
visit by newly arrived Fulbright scholars 
planning to attend U.S. universities this 


fall. 


On Aug. 7, 80 scholars from around 
the world toured the Visitors’ Center 
and other Gallaudet points of interest. 


“The purpose of these visits is to 
provide information about deafness and 
about Gallaudet and its mission of 
educating hearing impaired people,” 
said David Martin, SEHS dean. 


The event concluded with an infor- 
mal reception in Fowler Hall.

21 ‘gifted, talented’ youths complete 
Gallaudet Young Scholars Program 


Twenty-one teenagers from across 
the country recently completed the 
Young Scholars Program (YSP) offered 
for the second summer at Gallaudet 
June 29 through July 25. 


The four-week YSP, sponsored by 
the Honors Program in collaboration 
with PreCollege Programs, is designed 
to meet the needs of gifted hearing im- 
paired students who are often over- 
looked in general academic programs. 


According to Richard Meisegeier, 
professor of sociology and director of 
YSP, “Talented and gifted hearing im- 
paired students are typically isolated 
because their academic interests are dif- 
ferent from those of their peers. Add to 
that the potential for isolation that 
stems from being hearing impaired.” 
Dr. Meisegeier noted that many of the 
students taking part in the program 
attend mainstream schools. 


The YSP studies focused on general 
physics, taught by Gerald Daly, asso- 
ciate professor of physics, and marine 
biology, taught by Paul Cunningham 
and Jane Dillehay, associate professors 
of biology. Walter Trafton, associate 
professor of chemistry, and Ava Bar- 
nett, bio-tech assistant in the Biology 
Department, assisted in the marine 
biology program. 


The general physics studies dealt 
with “mechanics,” a branch of physics 
that explains how things move— 
ranging from atoms and their parts to 
the planets and stars. The course also 
included calculus. Students took field 
trips to resource centers such as the 
University of Maryland, Smithsonian In- 


stitute and Goddard Space Flight 
Center. 


Students in marine biology spent the 
first two weeks on campus, where they 
developed laboratory skills, and the re- 
maining two weeks at the Marine 
Science consortium of Wallops Island, 
Va., studying the bay environment. 

Among areas they visited were the 
National Aquarium and the Maryland 
Science Center. 


An integral part of YSP was the Col- 
lege’s Discovery Program, coordinated 
by Jean Berube, assistant professor of 
physical education. Discovery aims to 
provide students with personal growth 
through safe adventure and exercise. 


President signs 
EDA of 1986 


On Monday, Aug. 4, President 
Ronald Reagan signed into law the 
Education of the Deaf Act of 1986. 
Under this legislation, Gallaudet 
becomes a university. 


More details on the passage of 


the bill—and its other compo- 
nents—will follow in a special issue 
of On the Green to be published 
when faculty and staff return from 
summer vacations. 


In the meantime, members of the 
Gallaudet community should reserve 
Oct. 20 to 25 for a weeklong 
celebration being planned to mark 
Gallaudet’s new status. 





Program designed 
to help participants 


adjust, learn signs 


The New Signers Program (NSP) be- 
ing held on campus through Aug. 24 is 
designed to give incoming students the 
opportunity to make an early and 
easier adjustment to Gallaudet and 
basic sign language competency, said 
Susan Raley-Lyon, assistant dean for 
Auxiliary Programs. 

“We are beginning to see the results 
of Gallaudet’s efforts to recruit students 
from a wider variety of hearing im- 
paired constituency groups,” Raley- 
Lyon said. “Among the 42 participants 
are international students, multihandi- 
capped students, preparatory students 
and one hearing special student.” 

The program opened with a recep- 
tion for NSP students, their parents 
and staff July 31 in the Ely Center 
atrium. Dr. Steven Chough, dean of 
Student Affairs, gave a welcoming 
address. 

The NSP includes daily classes in 
signing, reinforced by afternoon and 
evening social and recreational events. 

The Discovery Program, coordinated 
by Jean Berube, assistant professor of 
physical education, offers outdoor ac- 
tivities aimed at developing the NSP 
students’ self-confidence, teamwork and 
problem solving abilities through safe 
exercise. 

Other program events include 
movies, field trips, and visits to 
Baltimore’s Inner Harbor and Wild 
World amusement park. 

Also on the schedule are presenta- 
tions by Jack Gannon, executive direc- 
tor of Alumni Relations and Advance- 
ment, on “Deaf Heritage;” Jodee 
Crace, developmental education spe- 
cialist in the Office of Student Develop- 
ment Drug Awareness Activity, on “Al- 
coholics and Drugs;” and Marsha 
Morales, director of Student Life, on 
“College Roommates.” 

“It’s important to introduce these 
students not only to signing, but also to 
deaf culture and other different kinds of 
experiences they may confront in the 
College environment,” said Hilary 
Ainbender, NSP coordinator and 
English instructor at Northwest Campus. 

An orientation program for parents 
of the new signers, coordinated by 
John Mahall, director of Student 
Development, was held July 31 to 
Aug. 1. 

The NSP staff includes teachers 
Lynn Stirling, Lori Fisher, Sue Roberts 
and Mary Keane. New signers student 
assistants include student staff member, 
Martha Scribner and Kim Roberts, 
Meme Kerr, Ron Lake and Dawn 
Bradley.

One-week Family Learning Vacations 


offer instruction, recreation, information 


Families with deaf children gathered 
on campus recently for three one-week 
Family Learning Vacation (FLV) 
programs. 

The FLVs are designed to provide 
families having a deaf children with op- 
portunities for learning and sharing in- 
formation about deafness and com- 
municating more fully with each other. 

Fifteen families participated in each 
of the first two FLVs. The third week, 
four families with children who have 
Usher’s syndrome joined 17 families 
with deaf children who enrolled for in- 
tensive sign language instruction. 

Each FLV followed the same format, 
but sessions were adapted to meet the 
special needs of the families involved. 

Parents participated in morning 
workshops and afternoon sign language 
classes, discussion groups and optional 
workshops. 

The children’s daily schedule includ- 
ed swimming, crafts, drama, sign 
language sessions and other recrea- 
tional activities. Special events 
throughout the week provided children 
with activities such as paddleboating on 
the Potomac and visits to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and the 
Children’s Museum. 
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A special FLV weekend, cospon- 
sored by Advocates for Hearing Im- 
paired Youth, was held Aug. 1 to 3 for 
foster and adoptive parents of deaf 
children. 

FLV is coordinated by Micky Cokely, 
Family Life Program coordinator, and 
Sharon Yurkowski, program develop- 
ment specialist in the College of Con- 
tinuing Education.
